Reuben did a thing that was out ot 
the ordinary, that feat of strength wa& 
soon in tho cars of everyone in tho vi- 
cinity, and from the tongue of Reuben. 
If nc could beat the others In telling 
It. 


Reuben raised a husky bunch 
ot 


boys, too. One of them was none oth- 
er than "Jock" Menefee, the old base- 
ball pitcher. He made his boys work 
when they were young and turned out 
a flno crop ot them. 


T'lere was one occasion that Reuben 


\\a» bested. It was Centennial year 
of 1S7C. A. A. H.Uchlnson & Brother 
wanted to send an exhibit to Phlladifi- 
phia and decided to mine the largest 
block; of coal possible. 
Menefee, 
a 


digger, was given tho contract and a-tt 
or considerable labor he had brought 
to tho biirfaco a solid block of coal 
weighing irtery ounce ot 2V5 tons. Had 
he let It gone at that all would have 
gf no well. The block ot the black dia- 
monds was deposited on tho tipple, 
close to tho edge, and Reuben proceed- 
ed to tell about it. He told how heavy 
It \\as; how big a bonus he would get 
for doing ouch a fine bit of work, and 
other things^ until the talo got tire- 
some^ Reuben Insisted that ever>o"ne 
fiom Broad Ford to the Valley should 
see that lump of co.il on the Globe 
tipple. 


One nfght. a. duy or so before ship- 


ment was to have been made, tho m|p- 
cis and dwellers aLout the mine weilj 
awakened by nil awful crash. 
Thev 


found tho lump smashed to a thonsanu 
Mts on the trade below the tipple. 
How it happened Is a mystery but It 
Is ausnectea som«me, with a crowbar, 
tipped it off tiic edge ot the tipple.
